POLICY OF PEACE 


The conviction that throughout | 
the world today the most crying | 
need was for a policy of peace, had | 


recent visit he made to Europe, Mr. | 
King said. “There must be a world} 
peace, or, sooner or later, there 
will be no peace at all.” 

He was not one of those who be- | 
lieved that early war in Europe} 
was inevitable nor did he believe 
responsible rulers in Europe wished | 
for war, but it was now generally 
recognized that some act of violence 
might precipitate the most serious | 
of crises. The danger was created 
because in some countries the deci- 
sion with respect to action rested 
so exclusively with individuals, 
“whose direction of affairs is be- 
coming increasingly influenced by 
the forces behind them.” 


WAR MENTALITY 


By training and propaganda the 
mentality of these forces was be- 
coming more and more a war men- 
tality. 

“A policy of peace should under- 
lie all our other policies,” sai'd Mr. 
King. He declared that what had 
occurred in the last few days re- 
vealed not only the service to man- 
kind which the League of Nations 
was capable of rendering, but the 
service the League is actually ren- 
dering at present. 


“Whatever the successes or fail- | 
ures of the League may be, it is 
the one agency in the world today 
of constant and organized interna- 
tional consultation, the only 
agency which is everywhere and 
at all times being used for pur- 
Poses of peace,” 

It was not sufficient that Liberals 
Should express by word and resoju- 
tions their support of the League of 
Nations, continued Mr. King. They 
should become militant in advo- 
cacy of thoge policies which served 
to strengthen the League ‘in its 
work. 

Even in peace communities, con- 
tinued the Liberal leader, the con- 
flict between financial greed and 
the spirit of peace was in evidence. 
This conflict was between “those 
who are secking fortunes through 
the manufacture and sale of in- 
struments of death and those who 
are working in the preservation of 
life.” If anything in the nature of 
an “arms racket” existed it must 
be exposed. Therefore Liberals 
should advocate empire-wide inves- 
tigation of the matter.

INSTALLMENT

WINNIPEG, Dec. 12.—A _ self- 
liquidating scheme of home recon-

“DEAR” MONEY 

France has reduced the official price of 
wheat to $1.75 a bushel. The Government will 
go on buying wheat at that price, denature jt, 
and sell it where and for what may be possible. 

The preceding day Paris police broke up a 
gathering of crippled veterans, who protested 
that they were not so wel] provided for as men 
in Germany whom they had fought against, 
and men in Britain and the United States who 

Several were injured 
on both sides 

France “maintaining the franc’ at the ex- 
pense of under-feeding its crippled veterans, 
and paying three prices for wheat rather than 
trade abroad, is giving a double-barrelled 
demonstration of the absurdities and cruelties 
incidental to gold-worship and nationalistic 
economy 

The absurdities and cruelties are not of 
course confined to France. They are in evi- 
dence wherever a country has clung to the gold 
tradition and attempted to isolate itself from 
world trade. Canadian veterans, and civilians, 
also, can understand why the crippled warriors 
paraded in Paris, Employees in our sweat- 
shops and young men in our internment camps 
know what nationalistic economy has done for 
them. 

Canada and France have maintained the 
fictitious value of their money. But they have 
done it by de-valuing everything else, public 
service, industry, reel wealth, health, and public 
morale included. 


WHY NOT DO SOMETHING? 

It isn't the big things in life we worry most 
about, but the smaller ones. 

The city council was busy Monday evening 
talking about reinstating a couple of dismissed 
officials and employing somebody to tell it 
where it could chise] some salaries or make 
employees work harder. Hence nothing was 
done in the all important matter of cutting 
down the city’s debt charges in order to cut 
down the tax rate—the only way by which a 
worth while tax reduction is possible, 

In case the aldermen do not know where or 
how to begin with the major task, here is a 
suggested program that would get results: 

1. Strike the tax rate now, at 45 mills: and 
announce that the proceeds wil] be spent to 
maintain the essential services, provide needed 
relief and the usual yearly program of im- 
provements, the balance of all revenue to be 
dropped into the sinking fund at the end of 
the year. 

2. Extend the tax-prepayment principle by 
arranging a graduated scale of discounts run- 
ning throughout the whole year, to encourage 
payment of current taxes, 

3. Drop the useless penalty system and offer 
discounts, not too large but large enough to be 
tempting, for the payment of tax arrears. 

4. Suspend, amend or abolish the foolish 
charter provisions or official regulations by 
which a house-holder's taxes are boosted if he 
builds a new fence, puts a porch over the door, 
plasters the attic room, puts a floor in the base- 
ment, or paints the house. Swbstitute for this 
absurdity an offer to give a discount of one per 
cent on the current year's taxes to any property- 
owner who will spend $100 or more in the per- 
manent improvement of his property 


BORROW TO PROSPERITY? 

With 500,000 more unemployed people in the 
United States than a year ago, President Roose- 
velt is putting in shape a program to spend at 
least $4,000,000,000 during the coming year, 
mainly in constructive undertakings intended to 
Bive wage-work to men now receiving direct 
relief 

Nobody surely at this late date can doubt 
either the humanity of the President or his 
resolution in spending money to bring about 
better times. There is room however to sus- 
pect that the success of his efforts will depend 
a good deal upon where he gets the money to 
spend 

In the year up to June 30th last, his Gov- 
ernment borrowed and spent $5,000,000,000, But 
at the end of the year the bank statements 
showed there was Jess money in circulation than 
when it began, $400,000,000 less. As the redis- 
tributed money came into possession of people 
who owed money to the banks, it was gathered 
into the vaults. Net result: the banks collected 
some slow loans, but the taxpayers were left 
with $5,000,000,000 of new debt, which they 
must pay with interest; and a half million more 
people were out of work. 

Can a nation borrow itself prosperous, when 
it has to pay back ultimately two or three 
dollars for each dollar's worth of immediate 
advantage gained? That is one of the interest- 


ing and vitally importent questions involved in 
the gigantic experiment of borrowing to spend 
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that is under wey at Washington. On the 
showing of last year’s results, it can’t. 

It is to be hoped Mr. Roosevelt, instead of 
borrowing the $4,000,000,000 he now wants, will 
create that amount of new money and spend it 
on his constructive undertakings. Canada 
would be interested in the results. 

That could not possibly turn out as badly 
as the borrowing of the last year, because there 
would be no interest to pay. And it would pro- 
vide a large scale try-out of the effect of in- 
creasing the money supply in keeping with the 
productive capacity and consumptive capacity 
of a nation.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Best news of the past week for Canadians 
comes not from London or Ottawa but from 
Washington. A Commission appointed by the 
Social Science Research Council of America, 
approved by President Roosevelt and its re- 
searches financed by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, has made report. It ad- 
vises the American Govern- 
ment “by action as rapid and 
dramatic as possible, to en- 
deavor to reverse the trend 
towards economic isolation.” 
Economic isolation has been 
the curse of the modern 
world since the Great War 
made each fearful nation 
strive to become as nearly 
self-sufficient in an economic 
sense, as possible. 

Canada, a thinly sprawled out nation divided 
in the east by national and language barriers, 
in the centre by great barrens without a single 
highway, and in the west by two great ranges 
of mountains, has suffered unduly in this pas- 
sion for economic isolation from the fact that 
it lies alongside a great and powerful neighbor, 
who more than any other member of the family 
of nations is well-equipped to make a success 
of economic isolation, Jf Uncle Sam can’t make 
economic isolation a success, then it must be 
written in the nature of nations as it is of men, 
that none can live unto himself. 
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If Nature ever meant the people of this 
planet to divide themselves into warring groups, 
alternating wars of blood with wars of trade— 
which I for one would hesitate to believe—then 
the people of United States might be pardoned 
for adopting a policy of economic isolation. 
There is sufficient diversity of climate between 
the states in the north and the states in the 
south to make interchange of products possible. 
But surely né patriot in Canada so lacking in 
intelligence as to assert that Nature ever in- 
tended a country in the physical position of 
Canada, to try to live to itself. We have ample 
natural wealth in ice north of the 55th parallel, 
but unfortunately there is no demand for it 
within the six degrees south of the 55th that 
marks the habitable portion of the Dominion. 
Nor is there any population north of 55 to create 
a market for the wheat and cattle and timber 
capable of being produced between Latitude 49 
and Latitude 55, 

True, an inland province in the east, frozen 
in for five months of the year and obliged to 
import its coal from Pennsylvania, Wales and 
Alberta, by the unfortunate circumstance that 
the federal power, the banks, the railroads, the 
industrial corporations and the tariff-making 
power, with interlocking relationships, are 
eccentred there, has sought by tariff schedules, 
trade barriers, the withholding of bank credit 
from the west and discriminatory railroad rates, 
to force an artificial and expensive system on 
the Dominion whereby trade that should flow 
north and south is forced to flow east and west 
across the barrens and over the mountains. But 
no one with a glimmer of economic understand- 
would suggest that this artificial forcing of 
trade into east and west channels is economic, 
All it has accomplished has been to keep 
Canada's population figures stagnant for the 
past thirty years, depress wages, enormously 
increase the cost of living over that of our 
nearest neighbor, and reduce the western proy- 
inces to the virtual status of colonial possessions 
of Ontario and Quebec. 
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There are many courageous recommenda- 
tions made in the report of the Commission, 
with a view to securing freer trade and diplo- 
matic relations with other nations—co-opera- 
tion with the League of Nations—repeal of the 
Johnson Act which forbids loans to countries 
in default—immediate settlement of the war 
debts deadlock without any payment by the 
debtor nations—withdrawal from the Phillip- 
pines. But what recommendations are made 
that will directly affect Canada? 

The Commission recommends a downward 
revision of the U.S, tariff to a general level 50 
per cent below the present level. It suggests 
special reductions on Canadian cereal break- 
fast foods, biscuits and crackers and upon fresh 
frozen or salted salmon, and on fresh frozen 
cod, haddock, hake and mackerel. It would 
put on the free list certified seed potatoes, 
alloys of nickel and aluminum, and give a low 
tariff rate to aged Canadian whiskies. 

The lumber trade of Canada which lost its 
best customer when the United States placed a 
tariff of $4 per 1000 against Canadian sawn 
lumber, will find hope in the recommendation 
that sawn lumber from Canada and timber 
products, should be given substantial reduction, 

While the list is not imposing, it possesses 
hopeful significance. It isn't the outcome of 
tariff bargaining. It is voluntary action seek- 
ing to release purchasing power within its own 
borders. It marks the first realization in the 
history of our big neighbor that self-interest is 
best served by treating your neighbors as trade 
friends instead of as trade enemies. From this 
acorn of an idea a great tree of mutual good- 
will may yet grow, helping western Canadians 
to offset in some degree the disadvantages of 
their colonial status to eastern Canada. In inter- 
national goodwill the old proverb “one volun- 
teer is worth three pressmen” holds good.

Your Other Skin 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In addition to the skin on the outside of the 
body, there is yet another skin which lines all 
of the passages which communicate with the 
outside. This inside skin is called mucous 
membrane. 

The three tracts in the body which are lined 
with this particular kind of 
membrane are the digestive 
tract, the urinary tract, and 
the respiratory tract. The 
skin on the outside must con- 
serve moisture. For this 
reason it is dry, but the mu- 
cous membrane has an oppo- 
site characteristic, It is always 
kept moist by small mucous 
glands which occur at regu- 
lar intervals and are made 
of cells like little goblets. 
The secretion of these cells keeps the under- 
covering moist, soft and smooth, and Jubricated 
normally, 

In the mucous membrane at the bacis of the 
tongue are imbedded the taste buds. In the 
same membrane of the nose occur the olfactory 
nerves of smel], The mucous membrane of the 
nose and throat warms and moistens the inside 
air to prepare it for the delicate Jung tissue. 
The mucous membranes of the throat have fine 
hair-like processes called cilia. These when 
seen under a microscope move with a wave- 
like motion to brush out dust and stray pieces 
of dirt which have passed into the breathing 
passages. 

In the stomach or intestines the mucous 
membranes also contain glands which secrete 
the digestive juices as well as the glands for 
secreting mucus, When the stomach js irritated 
the tiny goblet cells throw off too much mucus. 

The mucous membrane of the smal] intestine 
is intensely interesting. The lining is so ar- 
ranged that it presents a surprisingly large 
surface, The outer surface presents a velvety 
appearance like the pile on velvet. This arises 
from the tiny finger shaped projections which 
stick up on the surface just as the nap sticks up 
on a bath towel. These projections aye called 
villi, and just as a bath towe] absorbs moisture 
quickly so do the villi, The villi in man corre- 
spond exactly to the small roots on a tree. The 
tree roots such up moisture and nourishment 
from the ground and the villi suck up fluids 
from the intestinal contents. In this way man 
can be said to carry his roots with him, The 
colon does not contain any of these villi in its 
mucous membrane, but a small amount of 
mucus is produced to assist in passing along the 
feces. When the membrane becomes inflamed 
it produces an excess of mucus, a condition 
which is termed mucous colitis. 

The mucous membranes throughout the body 
show much the same symptoms when inflamed, 
They are readily irritated and for this reason 
there are very few people who do not suffer 
from an jnflammation of some of the mucous 
membranes some of the time. 

When you have a cold, the mucous mem- 
branes in your nose and throat are inflamed; 
when you have bronchitis, the mucous mem- 
branes of your bronchial tubes are inflamed; 
when you have gastritis, the mucous membranes 
in your stomach are inflamed; when you have 
sinus jnfection, the mucous membranes in your 
sinuses are inflamed; when you have cystitis, 
the mucous membrane of the bladder is in- 
flamed,

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1849 the final 
signatures were given in Montreal 
to what is known in history as 
the “annexation manifesto”, It 
was signed by many leaders in 
business, by some politicians (who 
afterwards recanted) and by a 
number of people who were looks 
ing for relief from a sad economic 
condition. Britain had adopted 
free trade; the old colonial pre- 
ferences had been abolished; Can- 
adjan business, in timber and 
other products, had been shot to 
pieces, Ruin faced the whole 
country, It was a time of test. 

It is a mistake to call the docu- 
ment an “annexation manifesto”. 
An examination of its text shows 
that it asked, first the restoration 
of protection by Great Britain 
(which was impossible); second- 
ly the preduction of home manu- 
factures (which it thought impos- 
sible, because it could gee no

market); thirdly a federal union 
of the British provinces in North 
America, (which it dismissed as 
impracticable because of the 
@imilarity af each province's pro: 
duets); and lastly the independ- 
eiyce of the British North Ameri- 
can colonics as a federal repub- 
lie (which was also rejected be- 
cause of the expense of military 
defence against the “powerful 
confederacy of states contermin- 
jous"). Annexation itself was not 
mentioned in the text. It was was 
left rather as the only alternative 
available, 

Not all the Tory leaders signed 
the manifesto. John A. Macdonald 
was an outstanding refusal. “Our 
fellows lost their heads", he as- 
serted, and he advocated the for- 
mation of a British American 
League, from which evolved the 
first concrete proposals for con- 
federation and for a tariff to pro- 
tect Canadian industries,

The U.F.A. grew very fast in 
the following years, The Jieu- 
tenant governor, premier, the U, 
A. and college professors felt 
honored to have the privilege of 
addressing our conventions, which 
packed the largest buildings in 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

In 1921 we decided for political 
action. We captured the pro- 
vincial government with a strong 
working majority, and are still in 
power. When we entered the 
federal field we sent 11 out of 12 
representatives for Alberta to 
Ottawa, and they stand head and 
shoulders above all the rest, so 
you can see them from Halifax 
to Vancouver, and made the bells 
ring at Ottawa. They make a 
joyful sound that gives us @ vision 
of the dawn of a brighter day for 
those who labor, If the other 
provinces were as presremsiys as 
Alberta we should have ‘captured 
the federa] government.

Establishment of an International 
Institute of Mental Hygiene, which 
would co-ordinate *this work all 
over the world, collect and classify | 
information from all nations and 
issue helpful literature in all 
languages, is one of the plans now 
being nursed by Clifford W. Beers 
who 25 years ago founded the 
mental hygiene movement on this 
continent. Mr. Beers was a guest 
speaker at the 16th annual meeting 
of the Canadian National Commit- 
tee for Mental Hygiene, held re- 
cently in Ottawa. 

In announcing this cherished pro- 
ject, Mr. Beers admitted that there 
were as yet few definite prospects | 
of its fulfilment. However, as he 
pointed out, all his life he has been 
floating ideas which seemed to be 
beyond the range of possibility, but 
a large number of these have ma- 
terialized, 

Mr. Beers founded the mental 
hygiene movement after a personal 
experience of the inadequacy of 
mental treatment 35 years ago. In 
1900 he suffered a serious break- 
down, and for three years was & 
patient in a mental hospital. After | 
his return to normal life, he medi- 
tated on the need for improvement} 
in this field, and, in 1908, published 
his book, “A Mind That Found It-

Hauptmann Defence De- 
nies Authorship of 


Ransom Note 


FLEMINGTON, N.J., Dec. 12— 
The defence tossed a verbal 
bombshell into the Lindbergh 
kidnap-slaying case late Tuesday 
with the calm announcement it 
had learned one of the ransom 
notes which Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh received was written, not 
by Bruno‘ Richard Hauptmann, 
but by a New Jersey carpenter 
with gangster affiliations, 

“The second note was written 
and mailed by a member of the 
gang who had been a Jersey car- 
penter,” said chief defence counsel 
Edward J, Reilly. 


POLICE HANDICAPPED 

He followed this statement with a 
declaration that “if the hands of the 
police in the Lindbergh case had 
not been tied, the case would have 
been cleaned up in 48 hours.” 

He charged Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh with refusing to accept police 
assistance, and promised to call 
Governor A. Harry Moore and 
police officials at the trial to testi- 
fy on these phases of the case. 


ACCUSED IN COURT 

These developments climaxed a 
day which saw Hauptmann brought 
unexpectedly into court and the 
presence of 150 prospective jurors, 
so he might hear preliminary dis- 
cussion on the motion of his at- 
torneys for a bill of particulars 
from the state on the indictment 
that he murdered the Lindbergh 
baby, Hearing on the motion was 
set for Thursday. 

The ransom letter Reilly singled 
out was one postmarked “Williams- 
burgh, Brooklyn,” and he said it 
was the second of the series of the 
reputedly authentic ransom cor- 
respondence, 

He said he had the name of the 
man from whom that letter came, 
but he declined to reveal it. He de- 
clined to reveal likewise whether 
he would produce the author of the

“There is no doubt that the av- 


erage English importer is of the

University of Alberta, during an 
address on “The influence of feed- 
ings and management on carcass 
quality”, before the delegates at 
the afternoon session of the Alberta 
Provincial Swine Breeders’ Associ- | 
ation annual convention, Tuesday | 
afternoon in the Civic Block. 


TECHNICAL ADVANTAGES 


Stating that there were two main 
phases to production of hogs, name- 
ly breeding and feeding and man- 
agement, Dr. Sinclair pointed out 


of side, thickness of natural flesh- 
ing of back and loin, size and shape 
of ham and thickness of flank. 

“Length of side cannot be de- 
termined by breeding and feeding 
will not make thick flesh or loin,” 
said Dr. Sinclair. 

In speaking of full feeding as 
compared with limited rationing, | 
Dr. Sinclair stated that following 
experiments made by a liberal 
feeding had proved to be a sound 
basis.
